flames spread rapidly under a stiff north wind, 
and the prospects at that time were that Gal- 
veston will suffer groat loss. Six dweiling 
houses were destroyed, and ifnmense clouds of 
sparks were being carried four’ and fiye 
equares over the roofs of wooden houses. Thé 
entire fire department were on the ground, but 
they seemed paralyzed, and unable to fight 
the flames, because of the fierce wind and 


suflocating smoke, 

The fire at 3:45 a. m. had spread seven 
Equares and become a great confiagration, 
Fully fifty dwellings were burning fiercely, 
and the path of the fire as it progressed south- 
ward, was filled with the finest residences in 
the city, all of which are wooden. For five 
squares south the fire was confined to the 
width of one square between Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth streets, but when it crossed Win- 
nie street, six squares from the starting point, 
it jumped diagonally to the southeast into the 
next block, and gave evidence of consuming 
one-third of the city. . 

At 9 a. m. the fire was still burning fiercely, 
It is raging on avenue aN, still spreading on 
both sides; and has cut a swath of sixty 
blocks. About sixty blocks have already 
been destroyed. Hundreds of fansilies have 
lost everything, and great distress prevails. 
The less is placed by some at $4,000,000. 

At 10a.m., the fre hed reached a point 
within three blocks of the beach, and is still 
spreading in that direction. The firemen 
seem powerless to check the flames. 

At 11:20 a.m., the fire had reached the 
beach, which isa distance of about a mile and 
a half from where it started. In some places 
the path of the fire is six or seven blocus 
wide. Over 700 residences were burned. The 
wind is blowing a terrific gale. The fire is 
still burning fiercely, and not yet under éon- 
trol. : 

HOW THE FIRE SPREAD, 

At about 4 o’clock the fire began to spread 
to the east and to the west of Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth streets. The wind rose to a gale, 
end pandemonium reigned. For a time it 
seemed asthough the entire eastern half of 
the city was doomed, The fire spread rapidly 
to tho southward, licking up blocks of elegant 
residences, hastily abandoned by their in- 
mates. By 5 o’clock it had reached 
Brosdway, which threads the center 
of the island, running east and 
west. At 7 o’clock the wind 
gave signs of dying away,and shortly began 
to shift, then to decend, until by 8 o’clook 
only a fair breeze was blowing. But by this 
time the fire had eaten its way to Avenue Q, 
where at 9:30 o’clock it seemed to exhaust 
itself. The firemen coming up checked its 
further ravages at this point, or withing@o 
blocks of the gull. Aad 

THE BURNED DISTRICT. ee 

The burned disrictcovers fifty-twe blocks, 
seven of which are not swept entirely clean. It 
is sixteen blocks deep and averages in width 
three blocks. From a housetop the smoking 
burned district resembles a huge black half- 
open fan, lying across the island from the bay, 
nearly to the gulf. The island at that point 
is nineteen blocks, or 1'4 miles wide. The 


fire started on the north side, Avenue A, batter. 


known as the Strand, which is one block 
from the bay and it stopped within two blocks 
of the gulf. Sixteenth street is nine blocks 
west of the extreme inhabitable end of the 
island, the firet resident street being the Sixth. 
From Avenue A to Avenue’D the fire was cons 
fined to a strip bounded on the east by S:x- 
teenth eircet and on the west by Seventeenth 
street. The businets part of the city begins 
at Twentieth street and runs west ten squares. 
This outline located the fire which, 
began tospread rapidly after it had passed 
Avenue D. By the time it had reached Broad- 
way it was sweeping nearly three blocks in 
wicth from the west side of Seventeenth street 
to the east side of Fourteenth, about 300 houses 
burned, occupied by fully 500 families, From 
Avenue A todvenue E, for four squares, the 
burned dwellings were occupied almost en- 
tirely by the poorest class, and several fami- 
lies were crowded in a single house in this 
strip. From Avenue E, however, the burned 
district includes the wealthiest and most fash- 
ionable portion of the city. One hundred 
elegantly furnished residences are in ruins. 
THK EXTENT OF THE LOSS. : 

Many of these residences had beautiful 
gardens attached, and the monied loss does 
not represent over balf their value. All man- 
ner of ruins sre to beseen. The city asses- 
sors say that the taxable value of dwellings 
burned is $650,000. This makes the actual 
value of the property $1,500,000, which per- 
haps represents the loss in money. The in- 
surance isrestimated at $1,000,000 by insur- 
ance men who have walked over the district. 
So far as can be learned not a _ sin- 
gle accident occurred, notwithstanding the 
fearful panic that prevailed. The scene 
during the akg of the fire was simply 
frightful and so filled with misery and terror 
that whoever witnessed it must bear its vivid 
impress for a lifetime. The wind rose to a 
screaming gale in the vicinity of the fire and 
awept through the burning belt in terrific 
switis, carrying millions of live cinders high 
up in air and raining them down a mile distant 
over the wooden city and its panic-siricken 
inhabitants. The entire east end of the city 
scarcely contains-a dozen brick dwellings. 
Allis wood—Texas pine—and it burns with 
indescribable fury. 

THE FURY OF THE FLAMES. 

Five minutes after a house caught, it would 
te wrapped in one mighty flame, and the oon- 
ter of the burning pile gave out a white heat, 
while the flames on the edges were fitfully 
spitting high and far on _ every 
eide. The alleys and _ streets for 
ten streets OB either side of the 
burning belt were filled with panic stricken 
women and children and strong men, who 
could do nothing in such a gale, but 
crouch down for shelter from the piercing 
norther and watch the flames lick-up the 
fruits of their labor. Although the sutierers 
number many of the wealthiest residents, such 
as Julius Runge, Leon Blum and a score 
others, yet the great majority 
of these burned out lose the greater portion of 
their fortunes, or their little all. Some fam- 
ilies saved a good deal of furniture, others are 
left with only the clothes on their backs, 80. 
confident were they thatthe fire would not 
resch them. The loss in personal apparel and 
hcusehold property can never be festimated 
2nd ig not included in the previous estimate. 
The hotels are filled with homeless 
people, and a __ citizens’ committee 
is now at work opportioning families to 
rooms snd premises vacated tor their use. 
Every dray and other vehicle in the city is at 
work, carrying strewn furniture, beddin and 
pictures to secure places. ‘Thousands of peo- 
ple haunt the burned district. looking among 
the smoking ruins for valueble keepsakes or

THE COURSE OF THE FIRE. 

7 Accurate charts of the burnt district were 
completed tonight, showing that the course of 
the fire was about an easterly direction. Bo- 
ginning atthe foot of Sixteenth strect, om the 
strand, the fire cressed avenues C.~D. and E. 
Here it worked its way to the last half of 
the same block, on which stands the postoffice 
and the United States court. The flames threat- 
ened the postoffice in a most aggressive man~ 
ner,and the buildingjwas hastily cleared of the 
mail matter, and all the valuable mail was 
placed in vaults. Fortunately the flames 
spared the government duilding, and passed

One of the first 
Splendid houses to succumb was that 
of Mrs. Magale, "a $40,000 house, 
Then, in rapid order, went {the residences of 
Julius Purge, Leon Blum, Wortz Lasker, H. 
Fellman, George Sealy, Green Duilield’s new 
mansion, R. F. George’s $60,000 residence, 
Thomas Groggan’s and three hundred of lesser 
value. These names represent a loss of $40,000 
to $70,000 each, but all are insured. The busi- 
ness part of the city was not 
touched, but in the burned 
district there were twenty-one groceries, sa- 
Icons and small stores. The chief of these 
were the stores of Cross & Oo., grocers; A. 
Werner, tanner, and John A. Hammer, lume 
ber merchants. They lost everything, as did 
other small stores. As the fire 
swept past the county jail the 
forty imprisoned inmates became nearl 
frantic with fear. They sesupa yell whic 
was heard for squares above the awful roar of 
the terrible fire. On the top of the jail and 
courthouse were corps of strong men deter- 
mined to save the buildings, and with the aid 
of the brick walls they succeeded. The jail 
was on fire a dozen times, but Was saved. All 
the street cars were hastily run out of the 
Galveston city railway stables, and they were 
abandoned to their tate. 
THE RATE OF THE GALE. 

When the fire started the gaie was blowing 
atthe rate ofthirty miles an hour, At 2 
o’clock the signal service observer estimated 
the velocity of the gale inthe vicinity of the 
fire at sixty miles per hour, and this velocity 
was maintained until near 6 o’clock, when the 
fire gave signs of exhaustion. The fire de- 
partment had become utterly helpless, and 
the waterworks gave poor satisfaction. 
The only public building consumed was 
the second district school building, a frame 
structure, built recently at a cost of $20,000. 
The total area of the burned district is one 
hundred acres, and forty ahd one-half blocks 
were swept clean of everything combustible. 
Over four hundred houses were burned, and 
it is estimated by the relief co.nmittec that 


1 about one thousand families were rendered 


homeless, the great majority of whom, 
especially the poorer ones, lost everything. 
As the fire started in the poor district the peo- 
ple-had little or no time to move their furni- 
ture, while the wealthier classes moved their 
veluable pictures and effecfs. Several of the 
finest houses; however, were burned without 
a ingle article of the, contents. being saved, so 
corfident were the occupants that the fire 
would pass by them. 
_ The meeting at the cotton exchange today 
was largely attended by the business men, 
who immediately set about providing reliet 
for the homeless and suffering. A general 
relief committee, consisting of twenty-seven 
prominent citizens, was organized, with 
Colonel W. L. Moody, president of the cotton 
exchange, as chairman. A finance committee 
of five, with Colonel H. Sinclair, chairman, 
was named by the original committee. Be- 
sides those committees there are sub-commit- 
tees for the various sections of the burned dis- 
tricts. 
CONTRIBUTIONS FOR THE POOR. 

Contributions are pouring in from all parts 
of the city. Atthecitizens’ meeting $16,500 
was subscribed by the business men. Cap- 
tain Eada telegraphed $1,000 from St. Louis. 
Kinman & Co., of Houston, Tex., sent $500. 
The following telegram was received tonight:

Ford’s “Mikado” compary, now playing 
here, gave a benefit tonight, which nette 
$500 for the sufferers.

This makes $31,500 
already donated by the citizens of Galveston, 
whicb, with outside donations, shows a total 
of $58,000 in one day.

$2,060,000, while many who claim to have 
figured closely put the estinfite as high as

Nancy Mart. 
From the Savannah, Ga., News. 

The general reader may or may not know 
that Hart county, in northeast Georgia, was 
ramed for a woman—one ignorant of letters 
end the nice civilities of life; plain, coarse, 
and pointed of speech when aroused, vet she 
bad a love of liberty and a tender regard for 
theee ste called friends. She figured in the 
days of the revolutiopary war in Elbert coun- 
ty, and did good service for her country. 

She wes fearless, bold and agressive, and 
bad celf-reliance and courage that never for- 
sook herin the hour of danger. She was a 
great lover of the ‘ liberty boys,” as she call. 
ed the whigs, and her heart was bitter againat 
the tories and Britains. A party of tories, in 
their hunt for some whigs, called at her house 
in Elbert county and esked to have dinuer. 
Said Nancy Hart: 

‘I never feed King’s men if I can help it; 
the villiaxs have putit out of my power to 
feed even my own family and triends by st3al- 
irg and killing all my pouitry and pigs, ex- 
cept that old gobbler you see in the yard.”’ 

‘‘Well,” said the leader of the party, “and 
that you shall cook for us,’’ and shot down 
the gobbler. 

Nancy Hart used some very strang words 
at the act, but in a little time seemed to take 
it all es a matter of necessity and began to pre- 
pare the gobbler for dinner. When cooked 
the tories sat down to dinner and were having 
a gcod time of it, drinking their liquor and 
crecking jokes with Nancy. 

The party had become merry from drink. 


They had cautiously stacked their arm3 waera’ 


they werein view and with'n reach Mrs. 
Hart weuld pass between them and their 
£uns in waitingon the party. There was a 
crack in the log cabin, and Mrs. Hart had un- 
observed slipped out two of the five muskets, 
when she was caught in the act of slipping 
cutthe third, The tories sprang to their feet, 
and Mrs. Hert threw the musket to her shoul- 
der and sworeshe would kill the fitst maa 
who moved, and then told her daughter 
Sukey to blow the horn for her father tocome. 
As soon asthe tories heard the order one 
rushed at Mrs. Hart and was shot dead. 
Seizing arother musket she pointed it at the 
remaining four, when Sukey came in and 
said: ‘*Deddy and them will ba soon here.” 
Another tory made an advance, and he was 
shot snd badly wounded. Then seizing an- 
other mu*ket, she called upon tue three tories 
‘to surrender their d—d tory carcasses to a 
whig woman.” 

They agreed to surrender and shake hands 
upon the strength of it. But Nancy had no 
idea of letting them get within eight feet of 
her, and held them at bay until her husband 
sndafew neighborscame up. Themen wan- 
ted to shoot the tories on the spot; but Nancy 
said ‘they had surrendered to her, and that 
shooting was too good forthem.’”’ This hint. 
was enough; the dead man was taken out of 
the house; the wounded tory and the others 
were bourd and hurg. The tree upon which 
they were hung was standing in 1838, and 
pointed out by one who lived in those bloody 
and brutal times. 

The tories showed no mercy to the whigs, 
nor did the whigs stow any when they caught 
teries. Colonel] John Dooly, for whom Dooly 
county was nemed, was murdered in his own 
house by tories, and his son, who was afser- 
wards the celebrated Judge Dooly, was uader 
the bec hid away at the time. He was at the 
time ten cr twelve years ofage. To commem-~ 
orate Nancy ilart’s heroism and patriotism, 
Hart county was vamed for her.

A QUEER CASE. 


A NEGRO’S CAUSE CHAMPIONED 
BY LADIES. 


The Btory of the Assault Upon Colonel Waring— 
The two Femilies Face to Face-The Arrest 
oithe Gurglar Who Finds Fair Friends 
to Stead Firmly by Sim, Ztc. 


CARTERSVILLE, November 13.—[8pecial.]—Attwo 
c’clock on the morning of the 14th of last July 
Capt. George H. Waring was sroused from sleep by 
a burglar and had a desperate struggle with him 
in the dark. Captain Waring lives a mile and a half 
sbove Kingston, and his mother-in law, the 
widow of the late Charles Wallace Howard, of lit~ 
erary fame, lives within fivefeetof him with her 
daughters, who teach asmall and select semiaary 
of young ladies known as the Springbank school 

THEY NEVEB SPRAK. 
Though so close together there is no communt- 


cation between t hese two houses or the inmates 
thereof. A negro boy, Dennis Johnson, used to 
be employed by Captain Waring in his cement 
works, pear hishome, For the last two years 
Dennis bas been a trusted servant of the Misses 
Howard, and liveson their premises. Last Feb- 
ruary, Dennis hed a difficulty witha grown son 
of Captain Waring’s,and prosecated the young 
man for arsault and battery, and was aided in the 
case by his employers, the Howard ladies. Thea 
prosecution failed. Eversince Dennis has been 
an enemy of the Warings. When Captain Waring 
found a burglar in his room he Jeaped out of bed 
and found himself in the ruffian’s grasp. 
THE DEATH §tTRUGGLE. 

He grappled with his assailant and called to his 
wife to strike a light and get his pistol. Then the 
burglar struggled desperately to escape, and mis: 
taking a closet door foran exit ran into it, Cap- 
tain Waring tried to confine him in the closet, but 
could not get the door fastened, and he burst out 
but Captain Waring, determiving to capturs him’ 
grasped him again, hopingto hold him till Mrs. 
Waring couldmake a light and get a weapon. 
In the darkness, confused and terrified, 
the lady could do neither, 
and the burglar growing desperate drew a pistol 
and fired twice, the second shot striking Captain 
Waring in/the right breest. Then the captain’s 
bold relaxed and the burglar escaped througha 
window and fl<«d. In the struggle, Captain Waring 
found his antagonist wasa negro, by feeling his 
wooly head. Bythe flash of the second pistol 
shot, he recognized the features of Dennis Johns 
son, The noise of the struggle, mirrors andchina 
ware and lamps hurled down and broken, the 
pistol shots, Captain Waring’s cails for help, and 
bis wife’s long, loud blasts of a horn, roused the 
housebold andthe female seminary adjoining, 
and for tbe first timein two years the inmates 
of the two houses came together in one. 

IDENTIFYING DENNIS. 

One of the Howards went to Dennis’s house to 
eend him for a surgeon, She found Dennis at 
home and brought him to Mrs. Waring. She 
sent him for another messenger, wio0 sammoned 
ihe surgeon. ‘A search about the premises dis- 
covered bare«fcot tracks leading right to Dennis’s 
bouse. The burglar wa bare-footed and left a 
track on a white cloth in the c!oset corresponding 
with the tracks outside. Dennis was arrested and 
brought to the Cartersville jail, Captain Waring’s 
wound wes slight, andin two weeks he appeared 
before the grand jury and obtained two indict- 
ments against the prisoner—ovre for burglary, the 
other for assault with intent to murder, 

THE WOMEN STICK TO HIM. 

When Dennis was arrested the Howard ladies 
immediately undertoox his defense, Three 
attorneys were employed. J. M. & W. J. Neel, of 
Cartersville, and Colonel W. K. Moore, of 
Dalton, While Dennis languished in jail 
his friends, the ladies, comforted him with sum} 
substantial reassureances of continued proXk: 
tion, as money, clothes and food, and cheered fis 
gloomy cell with flowers from the beautiful gar- 
den his bands had tended at Springtank. When 
bis case came up fortrialat the adjourned term 
last Tuesday, on the indictmert for burglary, and 
LDenpis was brought into the courtroom to face 
his accueer and intended victim, he was still fur- 
ther reassured, for he beheld the most novel and 
remarkable scene that was ever witnessed in the 
ecurts of Bartow, whose criminal annals have fur- 
nished more thau one cause celebre. 

FLANKED BY BEAUTY. 

The Howard ladies, with all the young ladies of 
their school were there, and whea Dennis sat 
down with his attorneys his fair friends and pro-« 
tectors formed a phalanx around him. These 
ledies had been indefatigable in their efforts for 
the prisoner, The testimony of the young ladies 
had been wriften down and every circumstance 
leading to exculpate the negro was carefully im- 
pressedon their minds. All who were not sworn 
witnesses remained by Dennis’s side through most 
of tbetriai. Many incidents in the progress of 
the case were dramatic, some pathetic, more 
comic, ard all highly sensational, The 
evidence occupied most of two days, 
and just as it was completed, 
telegrams were handed Captain Waring and the 
Howard ladies that their sister was dying in At- 
fanta. Counsel asked two hours and three 
speeches foreach side. Mr. W. J. Neel, for the de- 
fense, mede an eloquent end impassioned speech 
and the young advocate was warmly eulogized 
by his friends and lega] brethren, Colonel Moore, 
too, madeavyery strong argument, on hearing 
which many thought the prisoner would be ac- 
quitted. But Solicitor General Harris overcame 
whatever impression the argument and eloquence 
of defendant’s counsel might have produced by 
his masterful and comprehensive presentation of 
the theory of the prosecution, and his complete 
refutation of the theory upon which the defense 
relied for acquittal, 

THE BURGLAR CONVICTED. 

The jury was outan hour and returned witha 
verdict of guilty. A motion will be made for a 
new tiial, which will hardly be granted, and the 
case will go to the supreme court. In case of final 
acquittal the indictment for assault is yet to be 
tried. But if thesupreme court refases to disturb 
the first werdict the negro will doubtless plead 
guilty to the arsauilt 


THRASHER’S AZORRIBLE DEATH. 


An Inqaest Over His KBody—Afier the Per- 
petrators,

ham were accessories, 

Coroner John Dove issued his warrant for the

It was announced here yesterday alternoon that 
the persons accused of the beating were in arms, 
and as there are severe! arrests to make it may be 
that the officers with their posses have met trou.

GEORGIA AND TH@& FORSSTRY CON: 
GRESS. 

The appointment of delegates by Governor 
McDeniel to the southern forestry congress, 
shortly to be held at DeFuniak Springs, 
Ficri¢a, gives to Georgia a decided interest 
in the meeting. Asa matter of fact, the pro- 
pesed congress is of more importance to 
Georgia than to any other state in the south. 

When the legislature was in session a few 
weeks ego, Tae Constitution called the at- 
tention of its members to the necessity of an 
investigation of the subject of forged land 
titles in this state, the investigation to be 
followed by necessary legislation. The in- 
vestigation need not have covered many days, 
for there are men in all parts of the state 
who krow of the existence of forged land 
titles and the great damage that has been 
done through them to the rights and prop- 
erty of land-owners. For the matter of that, 
the investigation need not have extended 


beyond the [comptroller-genera!'s office, for, 
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‘altogether a competent and 
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‘acquaintence with it, 


that bave been perpetrated by means of | 
forg:d titles. 

For sevyers! years there have been men in 
vyetious parts of the etate whose business it is 
to'éeel in these forged titles and this fact 
bes befn teken advantege of toa very alarm- 
ing extent by individuals and corporations 
who Ccesire to cccupy the land only tempora- 
rily for the purpose of stripping it of timber, 
or for the purpose of making turpentine. 
Milhons of acres of the finest timber lands 
in Georgia bave been despoiled by those who 
bave no claim tothem. The interests of those 
who purchase these forged titles for nom-. 
inal sume are important enough to give them 
en excuse for contesting the rights of the real 
ownerr, but by the time the courts have 
setiled the matter the holders of the bogus 
titles baye accomplished their work of de- 
struction, and are reedy to move to other 
fields. 

This is a matter that a forestry congress 
cannot reach, but the people of this state 
ovght to teke some steps looking to the pres- 
ervation of their valuable pine forests—the 
most valuable, all things considered, in the 
world. By the time the legislature can be 
induced to act, much of the finest timber in 
the state wilPhave been destroyed. While 
there is no remedy outside of legislative ac- 
tion for forged titles that will prevent this de- 
eruction, nevertheless, it isto bs hoped thata 
eound public sentiment can be created where- 
by the timber interests of the state may be 
promoted, and its valuable forests preserved.

A republican, who carried four or five 
bullets that he received in the course of the 
civil war, was weigher on the Brooklyn 
docks, having charge of about one hundred 
Jaborers. Thesurveyor of the port dismiss- 
ed him on the ground that aman of more 
force and courege, and pbysical strength 
was needed in bandling so many laborers. 
Mr. Sterling was appointed weigher by Col- 
lector Hedden. Sterling is an active local 
politician of Brooklyn—a democrat, and 
the owner of a liquor saloon, a good deal of 
a sporting men, and yet a man who has had 
some experience in, and doubtless good ca- 
pacity forthe place to which he had been 
appointed. 

As scon asthe change had been made a 
great outcry and protest was heard from the 
civil service reformers, and the independent 
press. The appointment of Sterling was de- 
nounced es an outrage; andin the end the 
maiter was brought to the attention of the 
president, and he promptly decided that the 
weighersbip came within the civil service 
ruler, end an open competitive examination 
should be held to determine who were eligi- 
ble for appointment to the coveted place. 

But this did not dispose of Sterling. The 
exsmization was he'd, and Sterling, the al- 
leged illiterate, appeared before the board of 
examiners as an applicant, He stood the 
test. His bendwriting was good, and he 
passed with a merk of sixty-nine, or four 
points within the line that divides the eligi- 
bles from the ineligibles. About thirty 
other persons were found to be elgible; and 
the question immediately arose, shall the 
whole list of eligibles be certified to Collec- 
tor’ Hedden, leaving him free to select Sterling 
or any other man of the thirty, or shall the 
four with highest marks be sent, as had been 
the custom, and as the existing rules of the 
civil service commission required? Tae 
commission considered the question with 
much deliberation, and finally decided to 
send the whole list to the collectorof the 
rort. Mr. Eaton, the republican member of 
the commission, concurred in the decision. 
This permits Collector Hedden to reinstate 
Sterjing if he is so minded. 

At this point, however, another question 
arises. The civil eervice law says: ‘‘Persons 
honorably discharged from the military or 
payal service byreason of disability result- 
ing from wounds orsicknegs incurred in the 
line of ¢duty sball be preferred for appoint- 
merts to civil offices, provided they are found 
to porsess the business capacity necessary for 
the proper discharge of the duties of such 
offices’? In certifying the entire list of ell- 
gibles to the collector of the port, the com- 
missioners direct the board of examiners to 
place the disabled soldiers at the head of the 
list in the order of their grade. How many 
there are of this class is not stated; but there 
are undoubtedly enough to raises very ugly 
question in the mind of Collector Hedden. 
And yet it certainly was not the intention of 
the framers of the lewto turn the custom 
houses into retreats for disabled soldiers. 
The weigher should be a man of decision, 
courage and fine administrative capacity, 
and if the now famous Brooklyn politician 
is the best man for the place among the eli- 
gibles, there seems to be no reason why he 
should not be reinstated. The spirit of the 
law demands the man best fitted forthe 
duties of theofifice. Is Sterling a better man 
to take charge of a lot of laborers on tae 
Brooklyn deck than any one of his compet- 
itors? If heise, shall aninferior man, who 
has been a soldier and yet who might squeeze 
through the duties of the place, bs preferred? 
The question is with Mr. Hedden, whois 
trustworthy 
umpire in this controlling and important 
case,

THE WHY AND THE WHEREFORE, 

The Boston Herald has been asking a num- 
ber of southern public men why the south is 
sclid. Scme give one reason and some an- 
other, but their replies, summed up,amount 
to the seme thing. This is the third or fourth 
time curing the pzst ten years that promi- 
nent southern men have been asked to ex. 
plain the existence of the solid south, bat still 
it remains a mystery to those orgaus of north- 
ern public opinion that profess to know all 
about souibern politics, all about the negro 
question and all about the situation at the 
eouth. 

To our mind, the most mysierious thing 
about the solid south is the real or affacted 
ignorance of northern people that ought to 
know all about it. The solid south is itsown 
excuse and explanation. It bas a definite 
and pressing reason for existence, or it would 
not exist. It is solid for honest government, 
both local and {cderal, and its solidity is due 
to circumstances over which the people of 
the south have no control. 

Tbe eouth is solid only in its opposition to 
the corrupt and demoralizing purposes of the 
republicen party. The republican party 
mey be a very honest and very decent party 
at the nortb, and its leaders and representa- 
tives sre no doubt entitled to the confidence 
and respect of the voters who believe in 
them; but this species of republicanism is 
unknown at the south. The people have no 
know of it only by 


people are most thoroughly acquainted is 
the next thing to incendiarism. It played 
hayoc with the best interests of the soath 
just after the war, baving an opportunity 
then that it»sill-wever have again. It in- 


flamed the negroes against the whites and 
played a scheme of red-handed vengeancs 
without parallel. It is responsible for the 
murder of thousands of unfortunates; it is 
responsible for the race issue; it is responsi- 
ble for all the fear and confusion and cruelty 
that majked the reconstruction period; it is 
responsible for what has been aptly termed 
the rape of the southern states, and it is re- 
sponsible for the wholesale robbery of those 
stafes, 

The sum and substance of the whole mat- 
ter is that the south is solid in behalf of 
honest government, in behalf of their prop- 
erty and in behalf of their social organiza- 
tion. It may be said that there is no longer 
any danger, but there is a perpetual danger 
where it is possible for ignorant suffrage to 
be led by irreeponsible men. The solidity of 
the south is a necessity of the situation, and 
that is a sufficient explanation.

The voluntary exile intended some day to 
return home, but many things interfered. 
He also intended to write and notify his peo- 
ple of his whereabouts, but from time to 
time he delayed, Almost before he knew it 
twenty years flitted by. A few weeks ago he 
felt an uncontrollable desire to see the old 
north alate again. He arranged his business, 
packed his trunk and started on his long 
journey. Last week heturned up in Chat- 
bam county with the announcement that he 
bad come to psy a short visit to his old 
friends.

Early Stoves. 
Reader, Seneca, 8. C.: Bow far back were stoves 
used? 
A fixed stove (stuba) was used in the time of the 


Roman empire for heating baths, and in Germany 
and Scandinavia for baths and hot houses. In 
the middle ages they were generally constructed 
of brick and tiles, sometimes of the slate or stea- 
tite (soapstone), and used for warming dwellings. 
They were huge structures, sometimes occupying 
the whole side of a room, and in Scandinavia their 
broad, flat surface was the sleepiag place of the 
household. The fire was kindled at the bottom, 
and the heat and smeke passed through various 
flues before reaching the chimney. These stoves 
were economical of fuel, a matter of much impor- 
tance in some parts of Europe. In the homes of 
the rich they were sometimes faced with porce- 
lain or highly ornamental tiles. 

One of the first attempts at making a stove of 

ron was that of Cardinal Polignac, in France, 
early in the eighteenth century. ‘he Polignac 
fireplaces, so called, were constructed witb hollow 
backs, hearths and iron jambs, to economize tne 
heat. In 1716 Dr. Desaguliers, of London, modi 
fied these fireplaces to use them for-coal instead 
of wood, But neither these nor the Holland stoves 
ever became popular in England, owing to the 
strong prejudice in favor of open fires. 

Dr. Franklin’s stove, invented in 1745, Was a 
great improvementon ail that had preceded it, 
The principle of its action was the same as that of 
the air~tight stoves introduced many years later. 
Indeed, it would have been air tight had it been 
possible at that time to make castiags sufficiently 
close fitting. About 1775, Franklin invented sey- 
eral other stoves, among them two for the burn 
ing of bituminous coal. One of these had a down- 
ward draught, and consumed its own smoke; the 
other hada basket grate or cage, with moveable 
bars at the top and bottom, which, after being 
filled and kindled at the top, could be inverted, 
and so maceto burn at the base. Between 1785 
and 1795, Benjamin Thompson, Count Ramford, 
cevised several improvements in stoves, ovens, 
ete., allintended to economize fuel aud heat.

An Advazrce in Ft: h Cutture. 

Ecience says: Heretofore, in planting salmon, it 
has been customery to place the little fish in the 
streams and allow them to care for themselves, 
but the new idea of placing them in protected 
preserves, where they can be cared for by the pgo- 
ple living near at hard, and their growth to the 
proper size assured, will, no doubt, rey»lutionize 
salmon culture. 

A similar experiment has lately been made at 
the station of the United States fish com mission at 
Wytheville, Va., where 3°,000 California trout 
heve been confined until they have become vigo- 
rous fish of balfa foot in length. They will be 
used, instead of helpless fry just freed trom the

JUDGE LOCHRANE 8PRAKS. 

Judge Lochrane said he appeared with 
malice towards none and charity for all. The 
time and occasion were too important for mere 
flowers of speech. The questions involved are 
such es to interest all alike. Ifyou area hus- 
band look into the face of your wife and 
swear you will never surround 
her with the gloom that 
gathers ard fallsin tears upon a drunkard’s 
home. If you are a father, iook into the eyes 
of ycur children and swear to protect them by 
your example from the dangers of the intoxi- 
cating cup. If you are a son, kneel by the 
altar of your home and swear you will 
never breik a mother’s heart, or bow 
ycur father’s head in shame and bring 
hit gray bairs in sorrow to the grave. It you 
are a Christian, catch the inspiration of hat 
glory streaming down from above the cedars 
ard the sters, and from your pulpits hurl 
your bolts, urged with Jightning’s flash, 
against the enemy of society and the de- 
stroyer of families. Let us not be moved 
by merely worldly advantages. There is 
ropecket inashroud! This is the first time 
in the history of the world that any man ever 
claimed thatthe dissipations of the barroom 
were eseential to the material prosperity of a 
people. We are prepared tohear tae argu- 
ment that crime itseif is 

AN EVIDENCE OF CIVILIZATION, 

that pauperism goes hand in hand with ad- 
vencement, and that whisky, crime and pau- 
peri:m are essential elements of a city’s great- 
nets. Jt used to be that our friends offered 
apologies for these evils, but in this day we 
are asked to accept them as the very flowers 
ard fruit of our civilization. I have a finan- 
cial interest in Atlanta—even in the Kimball 
houee—but I hope youcan give me credit for 
speaking my convictions. The Great Master 
teaches us to pray, “Lead us not into 
t¢mptation.”” The barroom is atemptation. 
They make paupers end criminals, and the 
government can regulate them—can_ stop 
them. They close them up half the night and 
on Sundays, Why notciose them the other 
halt the night and the other six days. Sup- 

ore we reverse the pictureand say that we 

ad erected in our midst establishments 
which were specially fitted up to lay 
temptations for the other sex, and to 
manufacture paupers and criminals of those 
whose purity we watch over to keep it as white 
as snow falling onsnow. Am Ito be told we 
would have no power to close such places? 
Our law is not made for sentiment, but protec- 
tior —to throw itsarms around the young of 


both sexes and the old of all con- 
ditiors. It is seriously argued that 
this legislation is not democratic. The 


gentlemen say the majority shali not covern 
—that whisky shall govern. They say too
